Jonn Beck later settled on the 
Neuse River near what later 
became Waynesborough and he 
married Mary Gootiman. He 
also purchased large tracts of 
land on Goshen Swamp in 
Duplin County, and died there 
prior to 1776. John and Mary 
Beck had six children: John, 
Stephen, Gideon, Sarah, Nancy 
and William, Willam Beek 
(born 1752) was a captain in the 
American Revolution and 
became a well-to-do planter and 
merchant in Duplin County. He 
was married in 1772 to Sarah 
Everett, and had several 
children among whom was a son 
Join Beck. 

This John Beck was called 
Judge Beck. He represented 
plin County jin the 
islature in 1812-1813. He was 
married im i801 to Margaret 
King (born 1783) a daughter of 
William and Margaret Devane 
King and a sister of Vice 
President William R. King of 
Sampson County. In 1820 he and 
his family moved to Wilcox 
County, Alabama. In 1817 a

Franklin King Beck attended 
the University of Alabama, 
Georgetown University, and the 
Yale Law School. He served two 
terms in the Alabama 
Legislature, was a lawyer, and 
he was Colonel of the 23rd 
Alabama Regiment of Con- 
federate troops and was killed in 
action at Ressaca, Georgia, on 
October 12, 1864. Franklin and 
Martha Beck had_ several 
children.
